For albeit, being a ſtrãger to that place, 
a man of another country & kindred, & 
Niniveh large and ſpatious, and full no 
doubt of many barbarous & cruel peo. 
ple, he might in ſome ſori( becauſe hee 
was fleſh and bloud)be diſcouraged to 
deale ſo roundly & plainely with them, 
2s to denounce ſo heav
